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Two- Year Dearth 
Seen for Grains; 
Record Goals Set 

WASHINGTON, Auff. 1 (ff)— Forecasting at leaat two 
more years of world grain' ahortagea, the government today 
set a 1948 wheat planting goal topping any wartime or post- 
war target to date. The agriculture department called upon 
farmers to seed at least 76,000,000 acres to the bread grain 
to permit this country to continue large shipments to 
age areas abroad at least until the fall harvests of 1949. The 
planting season for winter wheat ia only a few weeks away. 

Next year's goal compares with the 1947 target of 70,700,- 
000 acres and, with around 60,000,000 acres actually planted 
in the years immediately before the war. Farmers, however, 
exceeded the 1947 goal by

about 7,000,000 acres— a de- 
velopment which helped pro- 
duce the largest wheat crop in 
the nation's history. 

In boosting next year's objective 
over the acrenge originally aaked 
Xor thU year, the gOTcmment poat- 
poned. somewhat reluctantly, plans 
to urge farmers to retire much over- 
workod wheat land to grass, pasture 
and other non-crop uses for the 
sake of soil conservation. 

Chknge FUns 

A lew months ago, the govern- 
ment was preparing to announce 
a goal ol 68,000.000 acres. But two 
factors— failure ol the world food 
shortage to abate and prospects of 
a short com crop this year— led o(- 
flclals to boost the figure by 7.000,- 
000. 

In announcing the new goal, sec- 
retary of Agriculture Anderson said 
that tinder "normal conditions" a 
much smaller acreage would be de- 
sirable. 

Exp<ui Need Urgent

It Is the obllgaUon of the blind per- 
to serve this notice, and then It 
la the duty of the drivers to recog- 
nize It and act accordingly. In oth- 
er words, It says, 'Brother, I cant 
^e what you're doing, so watch out!" 
Crawford explained that some 
blind persons feel that the canes are 
a "mark" of a "stigma" and refuse 
to carry them. As they are recog- 
nized by the state law as a standard 
protection to the blind, he believes 
that such a feeling has no real 
foundation. 

He cited an Incident which oc- 
curred In hU former home commun- 
ity. Salt Lake City, where a young 
blind woman refused to carry a cane 
and was struck by a car as she was 
boarding a bus. This tragedy, which 
struck the driver nearby as severely 
as the woman, might have been 
avoided by use of a cane. 

Among the most dangerous trafllo 
situations a blind person may en- 
counter is that which occurs at In- 
tersections when cars ore making 
right and left hand turns. Most pe- 
destrians will automatically alow 
down or speed up slightly when they 
see a car suddenly turning toward 
them, but the blind person, not be- 
ing aware of It. will continue at the 
same pace. Meanwhile, the driver 
will continue to turn, expecting the 
pedestrian to act accordingly, and 
the blind person la often "clipped." 
Crawford pointed out.

Being Relaxed 
, For Annapolis

The old tradlUon of rigid <Ui- 
elpllDe that practically ordered 
every moment of a mlclihlpmaa's 
life frran the day be entered the 
academy until the day he graduated 
goea back many decades. 

Dereloped Bbnrty 

It developed slowly from the 
founding period In IMS, when 
cadets were rolsteroiu and difficult 
to control. For evening fun then 
they often grabbed up pokera and 
engaged in pitched battles with the 
Annapolis cltlrenry. Once they 
hanged a mathemaUcs teacher In 
effigy and escaped court martial 
for Insulting a Buperlor oHIcer only 
by pointing out that he was a civ- 
ilian. So coQgress made him an 
officer and raised hla pay MOO a 
year. 

The cadets of that day took their 
shore education so llghUy that only 
209 of the first 1^ admitted ever 
graduated. 

Critics Complained 

But the thumb of aathorSty grad- 
ually came down more heavily as 
standards were raised. Some critics 
complslned that tbe marttnet-llke 
discipline tended to Iron out the 
Individuality and InltlaUve the mid- 
shipmen would need If Ihey ever 
commanded ships In battle. They 
said there had developed too big a 
gap between the rigid and precis- 
ion-regulated life that midshipmen 
led in the academy and Uie more 
flexible human give-and-take life 
that awaited them In their future 
careers.

WASHINOTON, Aug. 1 tP) — The 
uew flvewnan national labor rela- 
tions board today pledged "deep 
determination" to make every pro- 
vlilon of the Taft-Hartley labor 
act "work as effectively as possible." 

The board Issued that statement 
as its first act after two nev n 
bers— Abe Murdock and J. Cope- 
land Gray— and a general counsel 
took their oaths of office this morn- 
ing. 

The board also appealed to labor 
and manasemeut to work together 
with full recognition of each other's 
rights and the needs and rights of 
the public. 

Earlier the general counsel, Rob- 
ert N. Denhsm, said in an Inter- 
view h« "can't commend" the de- 
cision of sctns unions to Ignore the 
reorganized NLRB— iut that he re- 
oognlzed It as "a normal reaction." 

Denham said be felt "the sane, 
balanced Judgment of the union 
leadership, for which I have a great 
deal of respect," will eventually re- 
alize that unions have more to gain 
than lose by continuing to channel 
complalnta and requests through 
the labor board.

COALS TO NEWCASTLE 
For nobody knows how long, the phraae, 
"Carrying coals to Newcastle" has been the 
classic description or superfluity added to 
abundance. Vet coals are actually being car- 
ried to Newcastle and the rest of soclallEe* 
England today. 

Coal-rich England, long an exporter, has 
been forced to Import a cargo of fuel from 
the United States to tide them over a period 
of critical emergency. The minister of fuel 
and power, Emanuel Shlnwell, has apologized 
to the country for what must surely be con- 
sidered a failure on the part of the labor 
government and Its nationalized mining In- 
dustry. 

Britain has huge coal deposits, and a force 
of 700,000 miners as compared with America's 
400,000. Yet American miners are expected to 
dig some 000,000,000 tons of coal this year, 
while It appears that no amount of speedup 
will permit Britain to reach her minimum re- 
quirement of 200,000,000 tons. 

Part of this difference la due to the fact 
that British mining Is much less mechanized 
than ours. Part of tt Is probably due to the 
new five-day week, which Mr. Shlnwell «ays 
he has no thought of changing. Part of it 
may also be due to continuing war-weariness. 
But all these apparent reasons fall to add up 
to a convincing explanation of the drastic 
drop in BrltUh coal production. 

British miners are getting more pay than 
ever before. They get extra allotments of 
food. Their working conditions are improved. 
They are now employed by a government for 
which the majority of them voted, and which 
certainly has the workingman's interests at 
heart. Yet they aren't digging enough coal— 
and coal, U possible, is even more vital to 
Britain's life than It Is to ours. 

Why? A likely explanation might be found 
In the methods of the labor government and 
their effect on the miners' aitate of mind. 
First of all, the miner Is still a member of a 
"restricted Industry," which means that he 
can't quit h\a Job if he doesn't like It. 

No one can be ungracious enough to gloat 
over the United Kingdom's plight. This is 
particularly true when one thinks that an- 
other seTere wint^ on top of the present eoal 
ahortage mlfht bring even greater suffering 
and economic paralysis than were experi- 
enced last year. But at the same time this 
plight raises another question as to the vir- 
tues of socialism and government control, 

Socialism and communism, in actual oper- 
ation, seem to consist largely of present hard- 
ship and glowing promises for the future. 
The British government has not yet come to 
the point of making five-year plans, but its 
goals and predictions ao far have been far be- 
yond Its actual accomplishments. 

The government, to all appearances, hasn't 
«ven raised the morale of Its supporters. Al- 
though It Is made up of members of a work- 
ingman's party, it always seems to be on the 
outs with some union or other, and strikes are 
not noticeably fewer than they were before, 

All of which leads to the conclusion, often 
expressed before, that the system of govern- 
ment is less Important than the people who 
operate It. Socialism and communism may 
sound fine in theory. But the American sys- 
tem of private caplUltsm, for all Its short- 
comings, seems to bring home more bacon 
for more people and to spread the butter 
thicker on more pieces of bread. 



AMERICA'S WINNING TEAM? 
One of the addresses which impressed local 
reproaentatlves attending the recent annual 
convention of Klwanls International was that 
delivered by Earl M. Bunting, president of 
the National Asaoclatlon of Manufacturers. 

Scoffing at any thought of returning to 
"the good old Aaya" with the challenge that 
none of the "good old days" wore ever as good 
u the tomorrows which lie within every 
American's power to shape for himself, Mr. 
Bunting got down to some good American 
borse sense. 

"What tlie world would like to know, before 
It cornea our way or goes whole hog in the 
coUecUvlatlc trough," he said, "Is whether we 
are the land of opportunity or the land ot 
opportunists. 

"With all the war and poat-war clouds 
which have been stirred up. I don't think the 
rest ot the world haa the faintest idea of 
which way we are going." 

World leadernhlp, according to Mr. Bunt- 
ing, is the new Job for ua. But his Interpreta- 
tion of that leadership was significant: 
"By us I mean the deckhand on a lake 
^ Jrelghtor. the real entato man'n family in Hol- 
[ lywood. the man who opened a new factory 
i.ta Texaa yesterday, and the Maine farmer 
'Who la now fighting potato bugn. I mean 
them, and you and me. and all the rent of ua." 

m other words, Mr. Bunting meant that all 
Ot us— especially capital and labor -must 
Imry the hatchet and work together for the 
eommon good of our country, and thus for the 
good of the world through such leadership. 

"There ia no reason under heaven." he told 
«M Ktwanlans. "why we all ahouid not work 
M mamben of America's winning team. And 
ma convinced that we shall work that way 
"m both lit down together, clarity our areas 
lont ^hlch are large, and bargain 
par areu of disagreement until they are 
Jonter a stumbling, block in the way of 
fXipnt Amarlout'a tfiaao* gab ahead,"

The cold fact b that the two natloni have virtually 
severed dlplomatlo relations. Our represenUtlves at 
Moscow, Leningrad and Vladivostok are almost use- 
less. Insofar aa relaying vital data on political, econ- 
omic, commercial and military dsU Is concerned. Andt 
although the details cannot now be published, wa 
have dropped an "Iron curtain" around Stalin's serv- 
inU In the U. 8. A. 

ADA^AIthough the organization known aa AmerU 
cans for Democratic Action was formed In faint proteat 
against President Truman's scrapping ot many Roose- 
veltlan policies, It will support him for renomlnatlon 
and reelection. Deolalons to that etfect were reached 
at Washington a few daya ago at executive sessions of 
their political «trat«cUlB. 

They are not especially enthusiastic about Mr. Tru- 
man, but they fear that the defection ot liberals or a 
third party will Insure the eltctlon ot a "reactionary 
Republican," They atao figure ihst any Democratlo 
Cleavage will mean the nomlnaUon ot an exUemely 
conservative OOP ticket, and not a Dewey, Staasen or 
Warren.

Only In America Is Iced tea pop- 
ular. That's partly, of courss be- 
cause we have much more Ice readily 
trallable than have most other 
countries, Havlpg Ice In quantity, 
we have become exceedingly fond 
ol Iced drinks at meals, and In 
between during the summer; 

But though we like Iced tea, we 
don't always make It properly. First, 
tea should be freshly made If it's 
to be Iced. Cur fairly widespread 
habit of making a pitcher full of 
tea and storing It In the refrigerator 
to chill Is a very bad one. 

Iced tea should be brewed double 
strength, to allow for the dilution 
caused by melting Icc. In other 
words, you use tv.-o teaspoons of tea 
to a cup of water. Have the tea 
ready In a pre-heated pot. Four 
boiling water over It. Let it steep 
between three and five minutes, 
depending upon your tast* — but 
never more than five, Then pour It 
directly into the glasses, which are 
fUled to the brim with Ice. 

Never under any clrcunutaijcea 
use a tea bag If you want to get 
the full flavor and use ot your Ua. 
The leaves, all crowded In that way, 
can't expand properly— that tha^ ex- 
pansion is what lets the flavor get 
out. Cloudiness, which does no harm 
to flavor, is more likely to develop 
with fine tea than with Inferior 
grades and with a strong brew than 
a weak cne. . 

With Iced tea servo sugar and 
lemon slices for those who like them. 
Stick the slices with cloves and have 
a few maraschino cherries handy 
for piople who want their Iced tea 
"fancy." 

WhAt to serve with iced tea. when 
It's a between-meal drhik? Well, if 
I could hava my way, I'd never have 
any accompaniment other than 
thin bread - and - butter s a n d- 
wlchea. A bit of fresh dIU. chopped 
and creamed into the butter, la a 
delicious and allowable addition. 

There are those, however, who 
vfant fancier sandwiches. White 
or dark bread spread with a tiny 
bit of mayonnaise end rolled around 
watercress Is good. Most cheese 
spreads, sweet or sharp, go well with 
tea. They may be put on bread or 
crackers, 

And finally, there are tea drinkers 
who want a bit of a sweet with their

26-Day Split Season 
For Ducfe; Limit of 4 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 WV— The government today sharply restricted 
the open season and bag llmiU on duck hunting, decreeing an average 
ot 30 days shooting in the east ond 35 in the central and western states. 
The curtalhnent renects a marked decUne in the waterfowl population 
and poor breeding conditions along 



the migratory routes. 

Lost year the country's average 
open season was 45 days. It was 
"1 in lSi3. 

This year's dally bag limit on 
ducks was set at four, as compared 
K-ith seven lost year and 10 In IMS. 
TTie limit on the number of ducks 
a hunter may have in his posses- 
sion wM set at eight, compared 
with 14 lost year and 20 the year 
before. 

Bhcotlng hours generally fall 
within the period of aunrUo to sun- 
set with some specific exceptions 
for certain types of fowl. 

Opening dates vary according to 
states. The fish and wildlife serv- 
ice said that the ststes, which have 
the option ot splitting their season, 
have already decided this matter In- 
dividually. However, the choice of a 
split season reduces the number 
of days of shooting, to offset the 
always heavy kills on the opening 
day of both segments of a split 
season. For instance a state with a 
30-doy straight season could have 
but two 13-day spilt seasons. 

The open season on waterfowl and 



coot— except for wood ducks, snow 
geese and brant In western states; 
and excluding Robs' geeae and swans 
—include: 

Colorado, Idaho and Wyoming— 
Oct 7 to Oct. 30 and Dec. 3 to 
Dec. 15.
